Last time I told you about fertil- 


izers which added to 
the 
actual 


plant food. 
Today I am going to 


tell about at least one which does 
not add much plant food but which 
does make other plant food in the 
soil more available. That fertili- 
zer is lime. 


When lime is added to the soil it 


combines with some of the plant 
foods and is able to make two dif- 
ferent combinations, one of which, 
at least, is more available, because 
it will dissolve in water more easily. 
You remember that I said that the 
plant could not use anything as 
food which would not dissolve in 
water. 


Then lime does something else. I 


suppose that none of you have ever 
heard of a sour soil. Well, there is 
such a thin?. Certain things in the 
soil when dissolved make an acid. 
Vinegar is an acid and there is acid 
in the juice of oranges and lemons. 
The acid in the soil is not the same 
as those but it is not so different 
either. 
If you put some acid on 


lime you would see a lot of bubbles 
come off and then all would be quiet. 
Two new compounds 
would 
have 


formed and the acid would have dis- 
appeared. 


If you have some litmus paper 


you could find out whether the lime 
changed the acid or not. 
Before 


you add the lime put some of the 
acid on blue litmus paper. It will 
turn red. 
Now add the lime and 


when the stuff has stopped bubbling 
put some of it on the blue litmus 
paper and some more on the paper 
which the acid turned red. The blue 
paper will not change color now and 
thejred may turn back to blue. If 
you want to test your soil make a 
ball of soil when it is wet after the 
rain. 
Break the lump apart and 


put some litmus paper over the 
break. 
Then put the other • piece 


back. 
Let it stand for fifteen or 


twenty minutes and then take the 
paper out 
If the soil is acid it 


will have turned red. Another way 
to test for acid in soil is to add 
about a tablespoon full to a glass of 
rainwater and then a teaspoonful 
of ammonia. After several hours 
the water will be dark brown or 
black as the soil is acid. 
. 


In adding lime to the soil slaked 


lime is most often used here, it 
is added in amounts from 26 pounds 
for sandy soil to 250 to 300 pounds 
for heaw clay soil. For Madison 
soil I would sav that 100 to 200 
pounds would usually be enough. It 
should be added very early in the 
spring and harrowed in. 


Lime has one other effect which 


should be mentioned. It will help 
keep clay soils from puddling and 
will" make sandy soil more easily 
handled. 


"Hip Pocket Liquor" Can Be 


Used As Evidence Even If 
Seized Without Warrant, Rule 


Hip pocket liquor, if discov-

In fact, since the passage of that 
act the people of Great Britain have not been 
imposed upon by th'c .sale of fraudulent secur- 
ities-as has been the case in the United State*. 
France has also a slmiliar 1. w, as have also 
Germany and Italy and Belgium and some of 
the British dominions; and fraudulent s'cwity 
laws have been enacted in at leait three of the 
Provinces of Canada—in Mauitobs, 
Alberta, 


and Saskatchewan—and other Provinces of 
Canada are now considering similar laws.

E have what is known as "blue sky" bills 
in 39 of our States. Kansas, as has' been 


the case with o£her important questions, blazed 
the trail for fraudulent securities legislation in 
the United States by the enactment of the first 
law in 1811. The banking commiseioner of 
that State discovered that the peoplo of ^Kan- 
tas were being imposed upon by 
fraudulent 


flotations, and he began an investigation which 
resulted in the enactment ef tha first 
"bk« 


sky" law, as it in called, in 1911. 


Kansaa was. followed by other states, South 


Dakota, I believe, and 
West 
Virginia, and. 


Michigan and Iowa and other States, until now 
39 States have enacted what are called "blue 
sky" laws. Three other states, namely, Niw 
York, Maryland and-New Jersey, have enact- 
ed what ar« called fraud laws, which are not 
a success, and are not effective to prevent the 
sale of fraudulent securities. 


The proposed legislation 
befdr* , Congress 


does not deal with the question of the forma- 
tion of companies, or the issuance of stock, or 
anything of that kind. That is a question that 
must ba governed by local Uws. _ This legisla- 
tion, as I will explain in a few moments, deals 
only with interstate transactions in securities. 
The question of the organization of corpora- 
tions and th* issuance of stock, bonds, and so 
forth, it a question that is, and ought to be 
controlled by the local laws of the respective 
states. Now, the 
question that arises 
i» 


whether or not .legislation of 
this kind it 


needeiJ. Is there any necessity for it? 


Use of the Mails 


I 


WANT to give you some information that 
may be of interest. The complaint that is be- 


ing rnada by the officer.: who are charged with 
the administration of the different State laws is 
that their laws are being evaded and violated 
every day by dishonest and crooked promoters, 
who are organizing their 
corporation* 
and 


ending their stocks and bonds for sale through 
the United States mails and other agencies of 
interstate commerce into the different States 
»nd selling them contrary to the laws of. those 
States. . The States that have blue-aky. laws 
have been very successful in preventing these 
fraudulent flotations within their borders. They 
have not prevented all fraud, and no law can 
be enacted that will absolutely prevent all 
fraud, but they have controlled it to a. large 
extent, and their laws are working very wall, 
especially those that have been enacted in r«^ 
cent years. But they are being rendered more 
or less ineffactive by reason pf the immunities 
accorded to transactions -in interstate 
com- 


merce, these securities being 
sent into 
the 


State through the agencies of interstate com- 
merce contrary to the laws of those States, 
During the war we had the War Finance. Cor- 
poration, and there was a committee known as 
the Capital Issues Committee that in a general 
way controlled the issuance of all securities' 
during the period of the war. 


We enacted that legislation on the 
theory 


that we oucht to marshal the credit of tha 
Nation as we1.! as its man power and its fin- 
ances for war purposes, and so the Capita! 
Issues Committee here in ' Washington had 
supervision over the issuance of securities and 
had a splendid opportunity to observe 
and 


study the" applications that were made *o them 
for permission to sell their securities. 
They 


made a study of this subject, and when they 
concluded their work and made their final re- 
port to the Congress they deal somewhat with 
this subject as..follows: 


The committee desires again to call the 


attention of Congress to the insistent de- 
mand and need for sueh legislation as will 
prevent the whol«wle distribution of hun- 
dreds of jnillions of 
worthies.* or- frau- 


dulent stock"which- is being sold for cash 
or exchanged

not have bean able to meet the situation;

munity in the country, large or small, 
which has not suffered lo«s. 


State regulation of security issues, which 


has been undertaken in more than half of 
the States, has been 
effective only to » 


limited extent, principally -vjhere • com- 
pany has organized to opA-ate and Bell 
its securities in tha State of its creation. 
But whenever the enterprise has crossed 
the State lines and its securitie* are sold 
indiscriminately from ocean to ocean, the 
State commissions have been powerless, at 
they can not reach beyond their own bound- 
ary lines, and no State system can be de- 
vised for complete harmony by which the 
' 
authorities of th« several States may work 
in unison. 


Purveyors of fraudulent and worthless 


securities do not c«nerally approach 
the 


experienced investor, but operate 
among 


those, who through lack of experience and 
failure 
to consult responsible banking 


friends, fall easy victims. 


In asking for the enactment of a law to 


protect the interests of the Government and 
the public investor, the committee calls 
your attention to the fact that isolation 
of security issues has long been an estab- 
lished practice among many nation* which 
enjoy highly developed financial systsmi. 
This includes the 
leading countries 
of 


Europe as well as the English colonies. 
In England such regulation has existed in 
some form since 3,862. 


In saying that the United States is al- 


most alone among the advanced nations in 
having no definite means of checking ir- 
responsible forms of finance, the committee 
is not In ignorance of ths work of the De- 
partment of Justice and the Post Office 
Department. Both have been successful in 
tha detection and prosecution of fraud; but 
in the very nature of that task they do not 
and can not act until after fraud hai bean 
perpetrated. 
The purpose of new legiila- 


tion should ba to prevent the perpetration 
of the fraud. 


Having in view the inability of the, lev- 


oral SteC.er to control financial operations 
beyond their boundaries, it follows that 
there is but one agepcy which can check 
the major part of the traffic in fraudulent 
and worthless securities, and thvt agency 
is the National Government, As long as 
its powers are not invoked to suppress this 
traffic, the organization 
of irresponsible 


companies, the gale of their securities, and 
the deception of ths public will proceed. 


State Needs Aid 


•THE blue-sky la-f/s of,3.?..States provide dif- 
* ferent forms that before-.anyl security may 
he sold to the people of those respective States 
the issuing company must qualify the secur- 
ity by appearing before an 
.officer of 
the 


State, a commission creitaVd'-by'the act, or 
secretary of State, or tb'e Staiai bank commis- 
sioner, or som.e other officia' of the State, and 
presenting information concerning the security 
that they propose to sell to' the 
public. Th» 


law requires tl)at they come before ths official, 
present all the facts connected with the cor- 
poration, showing their ass»t» and the amount 
of their liabilities, and so forth, and they must 
show the State officer that the proposition is 
free from fraud. 
Then when they make tha 


showing required by the law of the State they 
are given permission'.to sell the securities in 
that State. In other words, the laws of these 
States provide in different forms that before 
the securities m*y be placed upon the market 
they must be qualified by showing to the State 
official that there is no fraud in them. After 
a State has enacted a law of that kind it .ought 
to be respond, not only by the people of that 
particular State but by tha 
people of other 


States as well. 


There has b«en a growing tendency in late 


years to centralize 
legislation 
and govern- 


mental activities here in Washington. We have, 
been gradually encroaching upon fields of legis- 
lation that more properly belong to the States. 
I beliave the time has corae when we ought to 
decentralize our aTovsrnment as much as we 
can; and when practically all of th<TStates have 
enactad legislation upon a particular 
subject 


that is being boldly evaded and violated by us* 
of the mails and other Federal agencies Con- 
gress ought to act and cooperate 
with tha 


States to the extent, at least, of prohibiting 
the use of its agcncie* for such unlawful pur- 
poses.

The difficulty• i» that he 
real enemies do not get ranged opposite each other in the 
trenches. We are taught to hate the innocent. The Church 
aids and abets the bestial business in which every Govern- 
ment encages in the time of war, of basting peoples souls 
with the indecencies of hate. They lie to us and we pass on 
the lies in our sermons. They deceive us and we build com- 
mandments on their deceits. Nobody ever deserves to be 
hated as nations hate one another in war. To produce such 
venom, the hate makers lie about their fellow men. They lie 
outrageously. They lie out of whole cloth. They suppress 
the truth which would mitigate hate. 
They deliberately 


spread a spiritual plague. They breathe out the hate germs 
from their press bureaus. Chiefs of propaganda bureaus re- 
lease the germs every morning. They befoul the minds of 
simple, honest, good-natured people with their lies. 
Fin- 


ally they succeed in producing a fighting edge. Most farm- 
ers, artisans, clerks, fathers of families, and mothers, pre- 
fer peace to war. They would rather raise crops, make and 
Hell merchandise, than to lie in the trenches waiting to kill 
somebody or be killed. Without the help of the devil we 
couldn't make warriors of men today. The Church blesses | 
this beastly business :

War is growing to be ever a more diabolical and indecent 


and unreasonable thing. When we- say war is sin, we mean 
modem war in its depraved totality, its lying and its lust, 
its atrocity provoked by lies, its counter-atrocities, provoked 
by atrocities, its foods blockades—the worst atrocity of all— 
its vengeance wreaked upon unborn babes. 
I have heard 


Christian women say that every German baby ought to be 
killed. That is the state of mind which governments, when 
they declare war, foist upon the Church. Is it, or is it not, 
a sin ? How long will the descendants of the apostles per- 
mit politicians and diplomats to tell them when and how 
they should abrogate the Gospel, teach a new commandment 
of hate, and bless rapine and murder ? Isn't it about time 
we used the intelligence God gave us to discern what war 
is ? The people who are shocked when we say that war in 
sin, are thinking of war in abstract terms. They define it 
to be justice battling against wrong, chivalry against the 
bully. It is no longer that. The bullies don't get into the 
trenches. The real sinners never breathe the poison gas.

If war really meant killing the enemy, the Church might 


view it as they do capital punishment—grim, but necessary. 
But the enemy doesn't get Into the trenches. We are told that 
Stinnes of Germany was the Instigator and the brain of the 
rape of Belgium. It was he who for commercial reasons 
counseled the stripping o£ Belgium's Industries and 
the 


crippling of the French mines. It was he who counseled the 
deportation of expert Belgian workmen to German factories.. 
But how can Belgian and French patriots ever avenge them- 
selves upon Stinnos by going to war against Germany ? He 
is probably richer today than he ever was. It isn't Stinnes 
that they bomb, and gas, and bayonet when they go to war. 
It Is the Innocent victim* like themselves, their own blood- 
brothers in Christ. 


We can make war on war psychology by shifting the em- 
phasis of adulation from war heroes to men and women who 
have wrought some tood work on behalf of Christian fel- 
lowship. 
Obviously the great t-.achers, doctors, scientists, 


deserve honorable mention. 
What folly that school chil- 


dren should know all about Napoleon, and so little about 
Pasteur '. All about Sherman and nothing about the men 
who gave their lives to conquer the yellow fever germ in 
Cuba ! Our calendar of saints is too exclusive. I should 
like to see the lives written for use in Sunday schoo'° of 
the great labor leaders, whose names few of us even *...,,w, 
who in those terrible years of industrial revolution in Eng- 
land, from 1760 to 1832, led their people out of that terrible 
slavery of factories and mines, hounded by governments, 
persecuted by the courts. Men liks Cobbett, Hardig, Thet- 
well, Watson, Gerreld, Place, Knight, Prentice, and hundreds 
of others whose names are only preserved in the criminal 
records of their country. They did quite as much, perhaps, 
for the poor of England as the Wilberforccs, Hannah More, 
Whitfield and Wesley, for while the Evangelicals had their 
eyes fixed on Heaven and the sound churchmen of the Es- 
tablishment had one eye fixed on the good things of this 
world, untutored labor leaders bore In prison and on the 
scaffold the cross of labor's emancipation.

HE fact that gasoline prices are in- 


creasing while the reserve stocks 


are the largest in the history of the coun- 
try is a subject now being investigated 
by the officials of the American Auto- 
mobile Association. An increase of one 
tent in the price of gasoline means an ad- 
ditional $50,000,000' placed upon the auto 
owners of the country. 


The American Automobile Association 


has issued the following statement on the 
subject: 


Gasoline reserve stocks in the United States 


are the largest in the history of the country, 
»nd are growing at a much faster ratio than 
domestic consumption, according to figures com- 
piled by H. J. Lowe, petroleum economist of 
tho Bureau of Mines, at the request of Ameri- 
can Automobile Assn. officials. 
The present 


•locks', on. which figures were compiled at the 
end of the first quarter of 1922, were 55-1,232,- 
DOO gal. which was greater by 20 per cent, than 
for the first quarter of 1921 and 36 per cent. 
greater than for the first quarter of 1920. 


While the consumption of gasoline has in- 


rreased it showed only seven per cent, more 
used in the first quarter of 1922 than for tho 
3rst quarter of 1921 and only 25 per cent, more 
than the first quarter of 1920. 
Thus, in spite 


if the- increasing: number of cars, A. A. A. of- 
ficials point out, the stocks of gasoline are in- 


•i casing still more rapidly. 


With these figures at hand, it has been hard 


•;, understand the reason for the rise in the 


; i i o of gusoline, which has increased from four 
t,i fivi- cents a gallon during the first three 
months of the year. 
Knowing that each in- 


:roase of one cent in the price of gasoline 
moans an additional bill of $50,000,000 for the 
motorists of America, A. A. A. officials have 
bean working diligently to obtain an official in- 
vestigation which would at least give a reason 
[or tho advance. 


So far the first tangible result of these efforts 


has been the issuance of a questionnaire by the 
Senate Manufacturers Committee which has 
been sent to every oil company and which is 
iesigned tfc show where tha increase originated. 
This Comraittoo, which is headed by Senator 
LaFollotte of Wisconsin, hopes to obtain from 
the answers received sufficient data to form a 
basis for lurthor. investigation of this question.

"Since 1863, a record year in births—1,012,-

crease in population in 1921 of 140,000, com- 
pared with 590,000 in England for the same 
year and 720,000 in Germany.

French, born upon a fertile area, larger than 
that of the German Empire, whose tillable soil 
requires the services of 55,000,000 inhabitants?

35,000,000 or 36,000,000 inhabitants with a ma- 
jorlcy of old people; Germany will have 75,000,- 
000 with a majority of young men and women. 
What will happen, with "the Reich congested by 
lack of room, and empty spaces in France next 
door? We must use our wits and our strength 
to protect ourselves.

SOAP IN THE ARCTICS 


The long standing libel that the Esquimau 


objects to soap deserves_to be corrected in the 
interests of truth, according to Rev. William 
A. Thomas, Episcopal missionary among the 
Tigaras at Point Hope, Alaska. Point Hope is 
about 300 .miles north of the Arctic Circle, and 
is the farthest point north of the Episcopal 
church's activities. Mr. Thomas and his wife 
are the only white residents of the settlement. 


As regards the libel on the Esquimau, Mr. 


Thomas has this to say: "The' fiction that the 
Esquimau doesn't like soap is absurd, for the 
wholly practical reason that he must keep clean 
in order to stand the rigors of the climate. On 
our way East from the Coast a friend asked 
Mrs. Thomas how she kept herself supplied 
with cold cream up -in the North to prevent her 
face from freezing. The. reply is that the ap- 
plication of anything that might close up the 
pores of the skin and1 prevent the free circula- 
tion of the blood .is the" quickest way to have 
the face frozen. What applies to a white per- 
son applies with equal force to the Esquimau. 
He has to keep .his'face and hands and feet 
clean to prevent freezing; 
If he used seal oil 


or whale oil or any of the .other lotions which 
he is charged 
with 
.preferring to soap, he 


couldn't stand the bitter'cold of the Arctic cli- 
mate. 
. 


"As a matter of fact the Esquimau uses a 


whole lot of soap. In filling an order for. dog 
meat or clothing • or anything 
else that the 


Esquimaux buy from-us at the Point Hope 
store, we find almost invariably that it includes 
an item of a few cakes of soap, especially of the 
stronger brands. Per the same reason you will 
find fed Esquimaux with beards. Like the red 
Indian, they pull out the hair from their faces 
by the roots, in order that their faces may be 
kept clean. 


"I am speaking now, of course, of the Esqui- 


mau at home, In his native igloo or hut. And 
this igloo, by the way, it--not necessarily the 
unclean dugout ot snow which it is sometimes 
depicted. The snow igloo is a temporary affair 
built for overnight shelter. The igloo.,in the 
native communities is a one-story hut made of 
sod, which is fitted over a frame of whalebone 
or of lumber picked.up from the wreckage of 
ships along the seacoast. It is a neat, compact 
affair, with a. large living room, and small, 
shelf-like sleeping.rooms which ar« built into 
the walls around the-four sides of the living 
room. Generally the roof it. constructed of seal 
gut stretched over the-frame uprights which 
serves as a skylight M.welL . The walls of these 
igloss are sometime* six-feet thick and at the 
height of the-most-«vere-WiMard-you are not 
aware of this storm outside/ save for the undula- 
tions of the skin roof under th« force of the
